EDITORIAL 


THE ELECTION YEAR 


In the next 12 months the people of 
Altona and elsewhere will be required to 
take part in five elections for the coun- 
cil and the Upper and Lower Houses of 
this State and Federal Parliaments. 

in our democracy, parliament elec- 
tions have as a prime concern — num- 

bers. How many seats will be won, not 
who will win. The personalities of the 
candidates are considerations but the 
need to support the favoured party is 
all important. . 

Only in the municipal election can 
the discerning elector give due weight 
to both these factors. , 

Numbers certainly count, a majority 

can control the council and adopt a po- 
licy which will affect the progress and 
finances of the municipality and ulti- 
mately the pockets of ratepayers. 
: On the other hand an_ individual 
councillor has great powers. Whereas 
in parliament he is but an addition to 
the voting strength and his voice but 
generally for, Hansard, every councillor 
has an equal voice and can help to in- 
fluence council decisions. 

This has been clearly the experience 
in the Altona Council. 

When three years ago Cr. Crofts 
stood alone in council, -his voice was 
none the less effective. And Cr. Harri- 
son in a similar minority, has had every 
opportunity to express his views. 

Everything indeed points to the fact 
that the personality of a councillor has 
much weight. in council. ; ;

DIARY

The weather has been 
moderate but changeable 


; between rain and clear sky 


this week where many pen- 
sioners gathered to talk to 
their representative about 
a better deal for those who 
are advanced in years. 


At 8 o'clock on Tuesday 
night with the gallery and 
the house full of people, 
the Treasurer rose fo pre- 
sent the details of the 
1969/70 Budget which has 
been applauded by people 
in many walks of life. The 
increase in pensions will 
certainly assist the sick 
within the community, the 
less fortunate and the aged. 
The ease in the means test 
is indicative of the policy 
of the Gorton Government. 
The primary producer must 
have been gratified to hear 
of the increase in the sub- 
sidy in super phosphate, 
but with the constant pres- 
sure of his prices and ris- 
ing costs, his economic 
position is not as favour- 
able as in former years. 

I was disappointed that 
there was no reduction in 
taxation for the highly 
taxed people in the middle 
income «bracket. We must 
guard against loss of in- 
centive by these people who 
find that they bear a heavy 
taxation burden, however I 
know that the Treasurer is 
acutely aware of this prob- 
lem. Generally I feel that 
the budget was one which 
was both delivered and re- 
ceived with confidence in 
the future of our country. 

Thursday in the house 
was set aside as the day 
when members put forward 
their grievances, 

A matter which I raised 
and about which I feel most 
deeply — perhaps more so 
as I have a young family 
— is the dreadful carnage 
on our roads of teenagers, 
I intend to advocate for 
drastic action to prevent 
these accidents which week 
after week are shattering 
families. I feel quite sure 
that parents on the whole 
would welcome any form of 


legislation which would 
ease the dreadful worry 
they constantly face  re- 


garding this problem. 


The exuberance of youth | 
cannot be controlled, the 
speed of cars can be con- 
trolled, and I feel that our 
society generally is  dis- 
turbed by the emphasis 
which is made on the speed 
of new cars’ by manufac- 
turers. I earnestly hope 
that action will be taken 
both in. the Federal and 
State spheres to ease this 
situation. Statistics | show 
quite clearly that. Austra- 
lia’s record of road acci- 
dents on a population basis 
is worse than in America, 
New Zealand and the Unit- 
ed Kingdom.
